JEWELLERS' FRAUDS, 


How Purchasors Are Cheated in Watoh-| 


Casos, Chains, and Other Gold-Work, 


New York Rveolng vet 


An article on frauds in jowellory lately pub 
lished in The Boening Post having attracted 
considerable attention, agentloman thorough 
ly familiar with tho lo was applied: to 
yesterday for some further information on 
the subject, He said that the frauds in 
watch-chain making, caused by excessive 
competition, had now become so jonoral that 
prices had been ** out” to an extont oxtreme 
fy damaging to all honest manufacturers. 
The jobbers were primarily responsible for 
tho ovil, those in Chic ving been tho 
pioneers in thia class o which 
was now confined in no city, would 
demand that caso-makers should furnish 
thom with cases only twelve or fourteen car- 
ats fino, but stamped eighteen carats. Many 
amall manufacturers would yield to this 
tomptation rather than lose trade, and from 
this beginning they were readily led on to 
make ton-carat cases, falsely stamped, and 
to introduce base metal in various parts of 
tho caso, Many of theso so-called gold 
watohos wore not stamped at all with any 
mark of quality, and tho sellers could not be 
held legally responsible for swindling, as 
vold was the component part of chief value. 
Yet large numbers of watches were sold as 
gold which contained a greator weight of 
htool and brass, A very thick steel spring, 
weighing twelve or fourteen pennyweights 
was inserted in the rim, technically known 
asx tho “ centro’ of the watch; tho crown 
and shank of tho stem wore hollowed out 
and filled with brass, and a brass wire was 
run through the ring by which the watch 
was attached to the chain, In fact, many 
casos were cut Wherever a grain of gold 
could be saved, and steel or brass was insert- 


ed. ks 

The leading watch manufacturers of this 
city, this gentleman said, had recently form- 
eda combination to protect themselves 
against this dishonest competition in tho 
only way Peele y agreeing to subject 
themselves to hoavy loss for a tine by ro- 
ducing the rates of hear cases to those 
which were charged for the articles known 
as ‘skin casos,” In order to do this they

Carte Abirlads tn. the tural 
The observations T have been able to make 
J during a residence of sovernl yoars on a 
}farm, have convinced mo that the common 
| house wren ja really one of the most valuable 
birds, not, perhaps, for what they haye dono, 
but from the poasibilities wrapped up in their 
diminutive bodies, ‘They aro quite aa social 
as the purple martin or blue bird,and greatly 
surpass both of these in the rapidity with 
which they increase. I began several years 
ago to provide them with resting places in 
the vicinity of my buildings. Somotiny 
fastonod tho skull of a horse or ox, or a small 
box, ina tree top. But latterly Lhave nm 

it a practice every spring to obtain thirty or 
forty cigar boxes for this purpose. If the 
box is long or largo, I put a partition across 
the middlo and make a hole through into 
each apartment, It is yery seldom that 
these boxes are not occupied by one of these 
little families, In most instances two broods 
are avnually reared in each noating place, 
One of my boxes last season turned out three 
broods of young wrens—aix little hungry 
birds each time, or eighteen in all! I think 
a cigar box never before did bétter duty: 
The lamented Robert Kennicott stated that 
a single pair of wrens carried to their young 
about a thousand insects ina single day ! 
Like all young, rapidly growing birds, they 
are known to be most voracious caters, living 
ontirely upon insects. ‘The point upon which 
most stress may be laid ix this: ‘That by 
providing them with nesting places, in our 
vardons, orchards, or grounds, and not al- 
fein thom to be tanghe by cata or scared 
away by mischievous boys, we may have 
scores if not hundreds of them during most of 
the time in which insects are destructi 
Thoy undoubtedly return to tho same local 
ties to rear their young year after year, Last 
season I had up about thirty of these nesting 
boxes, and all But two or three, which were 
not favorably located, wore occupied. My 
crop of wrens could scarcely havo been less 
than one hundred and fifty, and the old 
birds filled the air with music when they 
were not on duty in building their nests or 
foeding their young. ‘The coming spring I 
intond to put up at least a hundred of these 
nesting boxes in my orchards and groves, and 
T haye no doubt I shall be repaid a hundred 


were obliged to sell the cases at a less in- 
crease on the value of the gold than the 
actual cost of workmanship, hoping thereby 
to break down the fraudulent mvalry whic 
had been growing steadily for the last fow 
ears, until now it scomed to have reached 
ita culmination, 

In addition to the alleged gold watches 
which had. been described, he said. that 
quantities of ** filled! watches were) made 
many of which were undoubtedly sold as 
genuine articles, Such a watch-caso was 
manufactured of very thin layers of gold, 
with a layor of base metal between, the 
whole being “sweated” together. Really it 
was simply a gilt watch, but it would last 
for ten years before the surface was worn 
through, and was-innocent ¢nough when sold 
for what it was. In the hands of unscrupul- 
ous dealers, however, it was very dangerous, 
An expert could readily detect its character 
by the color and weight, as well as by the 
use of acids, but with an ordinary customer 
it would easily pass for gold. Such watch | 
case, worth some $23, would in genuine gold 
be worth $60 or $70. F , 

As there was no hope of getting any legis- 
lation in this country which would’ guard 
against the perpetration of the frauds in 
question, this gentleman declared that only 
one way remained for the public to protect 
itself in the matter. This was for every 
purchaser of a watch to demand a wrttten 
certificate from the manufacturer that the 
caso was “fof solid eighteen carat gold 
throughout. When private customers 
generally insisted upon such cortificates, the 
retail dealers and jobbers would require them 
from the makers, who would, of course, be 
held legally responsible for the corr 
of the guaranty. 

He said that frauds similar to those prac- 
tised in watch-cases ran through every line 
of jewellery and gold-work. ‘The standard 
fineness of watch-chains was in this coyntry 
fourteen carats, being two carats less than in 
England, as the lower grade was harder and 
wore better, Yet it was now extremely 
difficult to find a genuine fourteen-carat 
chain in this market, nearly all the chains 
sold as such not assaying more than twelve 
carats. Frequently the swivels were stamp- 
ed fourteen carats, thereby leading to tho 
false belief that the chains were of the same 
fineness. Ho ‘regretted to say that sich 
were manwacturedinate soll even by firms 
of good reputation, and that retailers who 
bought them from jobbers were often de- 
ceived as wellas the customer, In this mat- 
ter, as in d to Watch-cases, the exaction 
of an explicit written guaranty was the only 
method of protecting the purchaser, 
Filled and plated chains were sully sold 
upon their merits,-and chiefly in the ruder 
parts of the Ra ET 

Thousands of wedding rings, he said, were 
annually manufactured, filled with a brass 
wire ran through the centre of the cirelet, 
and stamped with a device resembling an 
cighteen-carat quality mark, though in real- 
ity it signified nothing, “There was no doubt 
that these were sold ay gold, and many of 
them at but little less t! the legitimate 
Price of gold.

layer. Sloove buttons, sold as gold, were 
Iso frequently backed with brass, or were of 
i with a gold yencer. 
He mentioned one noted jewellery firm in 
this city, who, always closely watching the 
character and prices of the goods supplied 
to them, had samples of the articles assayed 
whenever any circumstances excited suspic- 
ion of thats ality, If the slightowt fraud 
waa discovered, the goods were promptly Fe- 
turned to the maker, and his re tions With 
thé firm were Permanently ended, The only 
safety for the public, apart from written 
guaranties, was the practice of dealing with 
firms of established high reputation, and 
consenting to pay the value of the articles 
desired. Buyers had been led to beliove 
that they could get a gold dollar's worth for 
fifty-five cents, and the sooner they relin- 
usted that delusion the better it would be 
‘or them and for honest trad.

ALBANIANS, 


The Albanians have always been a fierce 
and warlike race, and their Turkish con- 
qucrors were never able to bring them into 
complete subjection. About half the popula- 
tion of their country are Mohammedans, the 
rest being divided between the Grock’ and 
the Latinchurehes. The conversion of those 
who profess the religion of the Arabian 
Prophet has been very imperfect, and chief- 
ly induced by political motives. Out of the 
same family, some will go to the mosque 
and others to the church; and, with the 
Turks, infidel and Albanian are terms near- 
ly synonymous, 

The native Albanian is of middle stature; 
his face is oval, with high cheek-bones ; his 
neck is long, and his chest full and broad. 
His hair is erect and majestic to a degree 
that nover fails to strike the traveller, He 
goes constantly armed, and there are few 
Albanians who have not, in the prime of 
their life, belonged to some of the numerous 
bands of robbers who invest the mountains 
of their native country, of Thessaly, and of 
Macedonia, The occupation carries with it 
no disgrace among the inhabitants, and it is 
common with the Albanian to mention cir- 
cumstances which occurred when he ‘* was a 
robber.” When the business becomes dull, 
the Albanian robber generally takes to a 
military life, and it matters little to him un- 
der what flag he enlists. In the Crimean 
war many Albanian chiefa fought in the 
Russian army against the allied forces of 
England, France, and Turkoy, 

nlike the Turks, the Albanian Is gay, 
lively, and active, fond of amusements, and 
delighting in all kinds of entertainments, 
As a race, the men display a greater degree 
of contempt for women than is usual even 
stony the most barbarous nations. They 
regard them as inferior animals, and treat 
thom agcordingly, But in the country dis- 
tricts of Albania the women are not cons 
fined or veiled, a4 is customary in strictly 
Mohammedan countries,

afternoon, ‘Tho instant I sot foot on deck 
I had passed out of Europe, Here were the 
squalor and tho glitter of the Oriont—the 
Juolomn dusky faces that look out on the 
roader fron the pagew of tho Arabian Nights, 
and the thousand and one disagrooable odors 
of whioh that fascinating chronicle makes no 
mention. Such a chattering in Spanish, 
Portuguese, Hel and Arabio! Such 
quoor brown-logged figures in pointed hoods 
and yellow alippora! ‘Though there were 
firat and second class fares, thore appeared 
to be no distinction in the matter of accomo- 
dation, From stem to atern the long nar 
row deck was crowded with Moors, Arabs, 
nogroos, Jows, and half-breods, inextricably 
mixing themselves up with empty fruit 
crates, bamboo baskets, and bales of mer- 
chandiso, I speculated as to what would 
bocome of all that loose luggage if wo were 
to oncounter a blow outside, for this placi 

looking summer sea has a way of lashing it- 
solf into an ungovernable rage without any 
perceptible provocati In caso of wet 
woather thore was no shelter except a stifling 
cabin between-decks, whore the thirsty were 
waited upon by a fez-crowned man carved 
out of obony, who dispensed a thin sour wine 
from o goat-skin, which he carriod wnder his 
arm like a bag-pipe, Not liking the look of 
the water-tank 'midships, I tested this wine 
early in the voyage, and came to the conclu- 
sion that death by thirst was not without its 


advantages, 

Tho steamer had slipped her moorings, 
and was gliding out of the bay before I notio- 
ed the movement, so absorbed had I been in 
studying the costumes and manners of my 
fellow voyagors, What a gayly colored, 
shabby, picturesque crowd! It was as if 
Rewe iahs masquorade party had burst from 
the bounds of a ball-room and run away to 
sea, Here was a Tangier merchant in sky- 
blue gaberdine, with a Persian shawl twisted 
around his waist, and a black yelvet cap set 
on the back of his head; there was a Moor, 
in snowy turban and fleecy caftan, with a 
jowel-hilted, crescent-bladed knife at his 
girdle. ‘Tall, slim Arabs, in dingy white 
robes like those worn by Dominicans, stalk- 
edup and down between the heaps of lug- 
gage, or leaned over the taffrail in the pitiless 
sunshine, gazing listleasly into the distance, 
Others stowed themselves among the freight, 
andwent to sleep. If you seated yourself 
by chance on what appeared to be a bit of 
old sail, something stirred Braces ingly un- 
der you, and a bronze visage slowly unshelled 
itself from the hood of a burnoose. Every 
where was some strange shape, In the bow 
of the vessel a fat negro from the Soudan sat 
cross-legged, counting his money, which he 
arranged in piles on a rug, the silver on one 
side and the copperon the other. He looked 
like a Hindoo idol, with his heavy-lidded 
orbs and baggy checks, the latter sagging al- 
most down to the folds of flesh that marked 
his triple chin, those rings of the human oak, 
Near him, but not watching him, and evi- 
dently not caring for anything, stood a bare- 
headed, emaciated old man, His cranium, 
as polished and yellow as anciont ivory, was 
covered with a delicate tracery of blue veins, 
and resembled a geographical globe, At his 
girdle hung a yeakes = apparently 
containing a few coins. Both this person 
and the negro, as well as the majority of 
their companions, were returning from a 
commercial visit to Gibraltar, The chief 
trade of Tangier and tho outlying distrigty

tle, fowl, fruit, and green stuff. I saw aahy, 
of these people on tho streets of Gibraltar, 
however. They probably hugged the water- 
front, where the markets are, and did not 
venture into the upper town, With their 
graceful dress they would not have been out 
of place among the Highland kilts and scar- 
let cloaks that light up the alameda of a 
pleasant afternoon, 

There were several Europeans aboard ho- 
sides myself, if I may pass for a European— 
& Marscillaises gentleman about to join his 
wife, the guest of her brother, the French 
consul at Tangier; an Italian gentleman tra- 
Yelling for pleasure (not that the other was 
not); a Dutch painter from Aner with 
an amazing porcelain pipe; and last, but not 
least, a Briton, among whose luggage was a 
circular tin bath-tub, concerning which the 
Mohammedan mind had swamped itself in 
vain conjecture, Wasit apiece of defensive 
armor—a shield, for example—or was it a 
gigantic frying-pan? These Christian dogs, 
they "have ‘such  outlandiah’-fashional’: No 
Arab passed it without a curious glance, and 
at intervals quite a littlocrowd would gather 
about it, Now and then a Jew, who knew 
what the article was, though he had never 
used it, smiled suporciliously, 

We had been under way an hour or moro, 
when I observed the Englishman in deop con- 
versation with @ personage who had greatly 
impressed me as I caught a glimpse of him 
on the gangway at Gibraltar before the boat 
started. I had lost him a moment after- 
ward, and reluctantly concluded that he had 
gone ashore again, But there he was, where- 
over he came front By the gracious dignity 
of his manner and the richness of his dross, 
he might have been Haroun-al-Raschid him- 
self. He was Moorish, but clearly of finer 
material than the rest. His burnooso, of 
some soft indigo stuff, was edged with gold, 
liquid threads of which also ran through the 
gossamer caic bound about his turban, The 
two ends of this scarf flowed over his should- 
ors, and cross themselves on his breast, 
forming an effective frame for his handsome 
features. His legs were bare, but the half- 
slippers covering his feot were of costly 
make, If he were not a person of conse- 
quence, he looked it, Iwas wondering 
whether he was o cadi or a pasha, and what 
he was doing without attendants, when he 
quitted the Englishman and went to the 
water-tank, where the loungers respectfully 
made room for him.

Natural Boauty of Natal. 


The road leads through Victoria, which 
has most aptly been styled “The Garden 
County” of Natal. Within a certain range 
of seaboard—about twelve miles, not more— 
the climate is semi-tropical. All vegetation 
is most luxuriant—with palma and treo 
euphorbias, the arduina, or Natal 
j delicious wild fruit), the 


pleasure quite unmixed with evil, a great 
many thorn-bearing treesand shrubs. ‘The 
road, as it winds round hills, through forest’ 
or valley, reveals beautiful little bits of 
scenery hero and there ; but what will strike 
the newcomer perhaps with as much admira- 
tion as all this natural richness, is the energy 
and enterprise of the European inhabitants 
of this coast region, ‘The climate is ominent- 
ly suited to the cultivation of sugar, coffee, 
cotton, kc. Of these industries sugar is the 
most popular, and vast plantations, with 
their large mills worked by powerful steam- 
engines, are constantly met with, besides 
hundreds of smaller fields of cane grown by 
people of limited means, who do not manu- 
Hetare their own sugar, but carry it to the 
“Central Mill.” Upon the sunny hills may 
atill be seen the rich green of the ornamental 
coffee-tree, but for some reason this has not 
been cultivated much lately. The white 
wnulberry also grows most readily and 
luxuriantly ; but the kind of labourers 
required being insufficient, silk growing has 
not thriven. This may change when more 
Chinese and Indians, who understand the 
silk-worm, are brought into the colony ; 
though, doubtless, there are many who 
understand silk: growing now, as there are 
from 15,000 to 20,000 of these Auiatios in 
Natal, but the majority of them are employ- 
ed in’ the growth of sugar, Verulam, to 
which town a railway is in course of con- 
struction, is about twenty miles from Dur- 
ban. There are also several other villages 
and miasion-stations en route to the Tugela ; 
five or six good-sized rivers to be crossed, be- 
sides amallor tributaries ; hill, and dale, and 
river being varied in parta by patches of 
denso forest.

would confuse him, and at West Point they 
said it would. It was about this time that 
the Emperor had two horses shot under him. 
How often you see tho remark that 
General So and So, in such and such a battle, 
had two or three horses shot. under him. 
Gen. Burnside and many great European 
military men, as I was informed by a high 
military officer of West Point, have justly 
characterized this as a wanton waste of pro- 
jectiles, and he impressed upon me a con- 
versation in the tent of the Prussian chiefs at 
Gravelotte, in thg course of which our honor- 
ed guest just rad to—Gen Burnside— 
observed that if you can’t aim ata horse so as 
to hit the General withfit, shoot it over him 
and you may bag something on the other side;

When the mela, or religious fair, is about 
to take place, the merchants congregate first 
with their wares. They establish them- 
selves under shady trees, and expose their 

oodsfor sale. Horses, elephants, camels, 
ullocks, buffaloes, cows, aaa donkeys ; dif- 


meats, and a variety of wares are thus ex- 
sed for sale, Thousands congregate around, 
‘he women are no longer veiled, and seem 
pled to have the opportunity of seeing and 
ing seen, Happy excitement character- 
izes the family for days before the great 
event, Food is prepared, If food be pre- 
pared with ghee (clarified butter) or oil, it 
may bo removed to any distance, and caten 
anywhere, provided it bs not profaned by 
unholy hands, It is pukka food. But food 
not wholly dressed in ghee or oil is kutcha, 
‘or kachcha, and, would bs rendered unclean 
by removal, Attired in their best clothes— 
the women with all their ornaments on— 
they start in every kind of conveyance, but 
chiefly in carts drawn by oxen, for the scene 
of the fair, Some have conveyances for 
their women and children only, and walk 
themselves, A few on horses, camels, or 
elephants, are seen wending their way along. 
The women are still veiled and concealed, 
But, once arrived at the happy goal, allsuch 
restraints are thrown aside. ‘‘If a scrupu- 
lous respect and delicacy towards the fe- 
male sex are points that denote civilization,” 
said Sir Thomas Munro, and with truth, 
«then the Hindus are not inferior in civili- 
zatiou to the people of Europe.” Hundreds 
of thousands assemble at some of these fairs. 
The women display themselves in all the 
bravery of their fine and many-tinted attire, 
with tinkling ornaments, Children are 
dressed in their finest clothes, with gold and 
silver rings about their ankles. 
Men with white or dyed turbans and caps, 
mostly, too, with long coats and waist- 
cloths, display themsclyes to the best ad- 
vantage, usually carrying swords, or stayes, 
or ornamental sticks. Only the few, com- 
paratively, have tents: the families usually 
encamp under the mango trees, their con- 
yeyances near, and they sing and chat merri- 
ly round their fires at night, The Hindus 
learned firat from the Mohammedans to con- 
ceal and yeil their women, and the practice 
soon became fashionable among them. But 
at religious gatherings that practice is alto- 
gether renounced, and they revel in their 
now-found freedom, and know how to use it. 
Bathing and tho reciting of special prayer, 
or names of the Deity, in the water, are the 
most usual acts of devotion at these melas, 
‘As soon as tho bathing ia qver thoy walk to 
the temple close by, bow to the idol, repeat 
a few short ojaculatory prayers or invoca- 
tions, and then retire, making an offering as 
thoy go. ‘They constantly repeat tho name 
of some deity, such as ‘Ram, Ram,” with 
monotonous iteration, as they go to and 
roturn from the bathing-place, While the 
majority of the mombers of a family are 
‘one to tho bathing-place, one or two aro 
fift behind to. take: oara of itho property 
brought with them, for thieves and rogues 
abound in the melas o# elaewhere, When 
tho morning's devotions and meal haye been 
finished the mon go strolling about to seo 
the fun of the fair, the women remaining be- 
hind, sitting under tho troos gazing at the 
unwontod sights, and ofton singing, to bo: 
guile the monotony of the day, Children 
aro often lost at these melas, some snatched 
and drowned in bathing by diver-thieves, for 
thoir ornaments, others lost or 
kidnappod. = ‘The custom of putting large 
quantitios of gold or silver on the children, 
in tho shape of ornamonta, rondors it noces- 
sary that thoy should be well watched.

A French traveller, recently deceased, desir- 
ed to be buried ina large leather trunk to 
which he was attached, as it ‘had gone 
round the world with him three times ; 
and an English clergyman and Justice of 
the Peace, who, at the age of 83, had mar- 
ried a girl of 13, desired to be buried in an 
old chest he had selected for the purpose. 
Tastes differ in the matter of burial, One 
man wishes to be interred with the bed on 
which he had been lying ; another dgaires to 
be buried far from the haunts of men, where 
nature may “smile upon his remains ;" and 
a third neaths his corpse for dissection, 
after which it is to be put into a deal box 
and thrown into the Thames. One man 
does not wish to be buried at all, but gives 
his body to the Imperial Gas Company, to 
be consumed to ashes in one of their retorts, 
adding that should the superstition of the 
times prevent the fulfillment of his request, 
his Executors may place his remains in St. 
John’s Cemetery, ‘‘ to assist in poisoning the 
living in that neighborhood.” A person 
may approve himself of cremation, but it is a 
little hard when he requires his relatives to 
approve of it also, 


Curious Facts about Fishes. 


Some interest is now being taken by scien- 
tists in regard to the habits, instincts, and 
emotions of fishes. Naturalists have gener- 
ally accepted Cuvier's view, that the exist- 
ence of fishes is a silent, emotionless, and 
joyless one ; but recent observations tend to 
show that many fishes emit vocal sounds 
and that they are susceptible of special emo- 
tions, particularly such as regard for thoir 
young, attachment between the sexes, and 
for locality. Among monogamous fishes 
there in often seen decided evidence of watch- 
fulness over their young, in which the males 
not infrequently act an important part. 
Among nest-building fishes the male often 

repares thenest, Among some who do not 
Bui id nests the eggs are carried about in the 
check hollows of the male, Cases have been 
noticed where male fishes have remained in 
the same spot of the river from which the 
female had been taken. A case is noted 
where, after a pair had been separated, 
both appeared miscrable and Pe. nigh 
unto death, but on being united again both 
became happy. In fish battles it is some- 
times noticed that tho conqueror assumes 
brilliant hues, while the defeated one sneaks

The fact that some of the European 
governments have prohibited the admis- 
sion into their countries of American 
pork, hams, ete., on account of “trich- 
ines,’ has naturally led many to 
ack what are érichines, and what is 
trichinosis, so often mentioned of 
late in the foreign news in the daily 
papers. In view of the renewed inter- 
est in the subject, we give a brief out- 
line of the matter. If onv éxamines a 
piece of pork containing Trichines, he 
will notice that the flesh presents an 
unusual appearance, as if it contained 
vast numbers of little grains. An 
examination with a magnifier will show 
numerous little bodies, which taper at 
each end, among the fibres of the mus- 
cles, and within each of these bodies is 
asmall dormant worm coiled up ina 
spiral form, If a piece of such flesh 
be eaten, it is digested, and the en- 
closeg@ worms are set free withia the 
person. ‘The worm at once develops to 
its full eize, which is about 1-28th of 
an inch in length, and becomes sexual, 
Tt both produces its young alive, and 
from eggs, and is very prolific. The 
young worms,and very minute they are, 
pierce and pass through the walls of 
the stomach and intestines, and make 
their way to all parts of the bady. 
When they have located themselves in 
the muscles, they become ‘ encysted,” 
or enclosed in a sort of membrin}, or 
sac, In time this often becomes hard- 
enced by a deposit of lime, and being 
white is quite conspicuous. These 
minute cysts are about 1-30th of gh 
inch long, and 1-100th of an inch 
broad, and contain the worm coiled in 
aspiral, Beiog in size hair-like, its 
name ¢richina is formed from the 
Greek word for “hair,” and its specific 
naine spiralis refers to its manner of 
coiling when dormant, It is estimated 
that a cubic inch of flesh may contain 
over 80,000 of these cysts. It may be 
readily imagined that these myriads of 
minute worms, in piercing the stomach 
and intestines, and making their pns- 
sage throughoat the muscles of the 
budy, must cause great puin, and the 
presence of all thess foreign bodies in 
the muscles produce serious illness. 
The disease caused by them is called 
trichinosis, 4nd sometimes trichiniasis, 
and is most frequently fatal, If the 
patient recovers, he carries the enoysted 
trichines in his muscles through life. 
This parasite is brought into the human 
body only by the eating of infested pork, 
and it will naturally be asked how it 
gets into the system of the pig Of 
those trichines which are liberated in 
the human stomach after eating infested 
pork, only a portion of them reproduce 
in the human body, but many pass out 
of the system with the evacuation. 
Those that aro thus liberated wander 
ubout on the gras and other plants, aod 
some of them aré finally taken up by 
the swine. When once within the body 
of the pig, they multiply rapidly, and 
the animal’s flesh becomes filled with 
eneysted trichines, which remain dor- 
mant until they find themselves in the 
human stomach. Practically there is 
little or no danger from trichines if 
pork be thoroughly cooked. ‘The cases, 
in this country at least, have all been 
traced to the Huropean custom of eating 
uncooked ham, sausage, ete. Thorough 
cooking, not merely heating the outside 
of the meat, but cooking it through and 
through, makes the pork safe to cat, 
oven if it should contain trichines, 
In some of the reports from abroad, 
hog cholera and trichines are spoken of 
as if they were ono and the same, Tho 
two have no relation to one another, 

It is but taking proper precaution to 
examine not only fresh but every form 
of pork before ooking, as salting does 
not kill the worms. If any trichines 
are present they will be in tho loan 
portion ; an ordinary magnifior or hand- 
glass will show tho oysts, aud if present 
tho meat should be rejected. — American 
Agriculturist.

Trod tho Bottom of tho Son. 
Yrou the Hartford Pout 

The old sloop, Georgo Newton, which has 
Jain at the bottom of the river a little way 
bolow the steninboat landing at the foot of 
Stato street since last March, haw been 
raisod hy Capt, T. A. Scott, of New London, 
ant a force of men, and is now afloat. The 
sloop is an oll tub, and hardly worth the 
$00 it cost to raise her, It was necessary, 
however, to float her, that vousela might Ap: 
proach the wharf alongside of which she was 
wunk 

Cupt. Scott is widely known in marine cir- 
cles an a wrecker and submarine diver, He 
hax followed that business many years, and 
it in difficult to aay how many sunken veuwels 
he has floated from the reefs on which thoy 
had strack or has raised from the bottom of 
the sea, The floating of the Newton was a 
coinparatively eaxy task. Tho main thing to 
bo done was to send a diver this case Mr, 
Brown—to the bottom to make fast a chain 
to the sloop- amidships. ‘The chain was 
paawed through tackle on the wrecking 
schooner lying alongside, and force 
being Brpied to it by a steam engine 
on the schooner's deck, the sloop was slowly 
pulled out of the water, righted and pumped 
out. 

But Capt. Scott has undertaken other 
“jobs” that called for prodigious amount 
of work and the exercise of considerable in 
genuity. His largest contract was in rais- 
ing the British iron steamer, John Bramhall, 
which, while bound from New Haven to 
Constantinople, went ashoro on Gull Island, 
in Long Island Sound, in March, 1877, 
during a dense fog. She was laden with 
arms and ammunition consigned the 
Wincheator Arma Company to the Turkish 
Government. ‘The cargo was valued at 

The Bramhall lay in a position 
that made her the plaything of the sea, and 
she way slowly battered to pieces. It was 
an extremely difficult task to remove her 
cargo, and at the best only a part of it could 
be taken out. She finally went to pieces, and 
the marine underwriters promptly paid the 
consignors an insyrance ‘of $500,000. Capt. 
Booty ‘as paid $26,800 for his services on the 
wreck, 

_ When the ateamers Narragansett and Ston- 
ington collided on the sound on the 2lst of 
June, 1880, Capt. Scott was engaged by the 
underwriters to wreck the Narragansett as 
she lay on the reef off Cornfield lightship. He 
began operations Saturday morning — the 
collision occurred on the preceding Friday 
evening—and clad in the heavy, cumbersome 
armor of the diver, he explored the wreck, 
finding here and there in all shapes of ghastli- 
ness the men and women who had so suddent 

gone to their awful deaths. At nightfall 
work was suspended, and while he and his 

w were gathered in the cabin of his 
wrecking schooner, moored alittle way from 
the sunken steamer, his son, a young man of 
21 years, who had remained on deck, was 
knocked or fell overboard in some mysterious 
way and drowned, His body has neyer 
been recovered, Doubtless the strong tides 
awept it out to sea, This catastrophe dis- 
heartened the captain, and he abandoned 
work upon the steamer, and the wrecking 
was intrusted to other hands. One of his 
latest operations was the floating of the 
steamer Galatea, which went ashore on 
Gull Island a few weeks ago, A 
little while before he removed the cargo 
of the steamer Chesapeake, which had 
gone ashore on Fisher's Island, in the Sound. 
The steamer itself could not be saved, 
but was slowly beaten to pieces by the angry 
sea. 

Capt. Scott employs abeut forty men and a 
small fleet of vessels in the business of wreck- 
ing. He does not often go down as a diver

It was Professor Huffeland’s opinion that 
the limit of possible haman Jife might be set 
at 200 years; and this on the general 
principle that the life of a creature is eight 
times the years of its poriodof growth, That 
which is ‘quickly formed quickly perishes, 
and the earlier complete development is 
Teached|* the "soonbr "Boal y decay ensues. 
More women reach old age than men, but 
more men attain remarkable longevity than 
women, Some animals grow to be very old. 
Horned animals live shorter lives than those 
without horns, fierce longer than timid, and 
amphibious longer than those which inhabit 
the air. The voracious pike oxists, it is said, 
to an age of 150 years ; the turtle is good for 
a hundred years or more ; and among birds 
the golden eagle is known to have lived 
nearly 200 years, while the sly and sombre 
crow reaches the venerable age of a century. 
Passing up in the scale of life to man, we 
find many recorded instances of longevity 
among the classic Grecks and Romans. 
Pliny notes that in the reign of the Emperor 
Vespasian, in the year 76, there were 124 


now. Itis work that makes grpat draughts on 
the physical strength, and the men who en- 
gage in row prematurely old, They are 
paid $5 aday when diving and $40 a month 
when idle, Their legitimate expenses are also 
paid by employers.

There are a few comets of which the non- 
parabolic character is evident at once. Their 
orbits are decidedly elliptical ; their periods 
do not exceed a baker's dozen of years ; and 
they are intimately related to the planets in 
theirpositions and directions of motion. Prof. 
Newton, of Yale college, has given a distinct 
and satisfactory explanation of the mode in 
which these comets were probably diverted 
from their original parabolic paths by the 
action of the planet Jupiter, 1t was a royal 
sport, and the final character of the come- 
tary orbit was the natural termination of the 


game. These comets must be excluded from 
our genoral discussion, 


Omitting, them, we find nothing in the 
position of the other orbits which indicates 
relation to the solar axis of rotation or to the 
planetary planes of revolution, They are as 
uniformly distributed as if they had entered 
our system indifferently from every direction, 
and without reference to the prevailing mo- 
tion of the planets or to their mutual or- 
ganization.

What could-have become of the teil, which 
was reaching out about a hundred millions 
of miles from the sun as far to tho earth's 
orbit?

the nebulw, A central spherical portion 
seems to have concentrated into the sun and 
plancts, leaying an outer spherical envelope, 
which was much slower in the process of 
condensation, and finally became an envelope 
of bolides. The natural orbits of the bolides 
were nearly circular paths, of which the sun 
was at the centre, The variety of directions 
of the planes of the orbits was so great that 
they constituted a nearly uniform system, 
constantly approaching each other, and by 
their mutual heat producing explosions. 
They were thus broken up into an increased 
number of smaller irregular masses, such as 
we are familiar with in the meteoric stones. 
Thus we find all the varities that exist among 
the bodies of tho solar system harmoniously 
explained. Would it not be stranger than 
would it not violate all physical 
this ideal hypothesis of the 
meteoric structure of our system, sustained

“The dwellings of the natives are poor 
everywhere in Asia, The only fine private 
buildings are the houses of foreign residents. 
‘The pagodas of the great cities of China are 
conspicuous above the hut-like houses of the 
people, but they are much inferior to the 
mosques and temples of India. As we sailed 
from the ports of China, the pagodas were 
the last objects of sight, and, as we ap- 
proached Singapore, the southernmost point 
of Asia, and passed through the Straits of 
Maticca to Penang, the temples of heathen 
deiales were the first objects to attract our 
attention, So it was at every Asiatic port 
we entered. As we sailed up the Bay of 
Bengal to Rangoon, the capital of British 
Burmah, twenty-five miles within the mouth 
of the Irrawaddy, the greatest pagoda in the 
world raised its great golden dome imposing- 
ly before us. 

“The Rajah of Benares sent me an invi- 
tation to visit him at his palace on the bank 
of the Ganges, the holy river. I accepted 
and he sent his carriage, splendidly equipped 
and attended by richly dressed outriders, to 
receive me. When we arrived at the 
Ganges, two or three miles away, we wore 
borne in sedan chaira from the carriage to 
the landing, a few rods distant, and then we 
entered the Rajah’s boat, which twelve men 
propelled to the other side by treading as if 
at work ino tread-mill. When we left the 
boat we found mammoth elephants, gayly

Cod Fishing with Nota, 
Helontitle Armorienn, 

Tho Norwegian method of netting cod, 
which the U, 8, Fish Commission haye per- 
suaded our New England fishermen to try, 
has proved of signal adyantage over the old 
way of fishing with bait, Many moro fish 
are caught, the fish are larger, and the cost 
of tho bait is saved. The firat trial of 
the gill nots was mado last winter in Ip 
awich Bay, north of Cape Ann, Massaohu- 
setts, Asreported by Captain Collins, of 
the Fish Commission, the results were most 
aatisfactory. Ona trip ending January 11, 
35,000 pounds of cod were taken by a smack, 
8,000 pounds of which were caught ina sin- 
glo morning. ‘Two other vessels, absent 
just the samo length of time, but using 
trawls, only got 4,000 and 8,000 pounds, 
The same Vessel using the net mado another 
trip, taking in four days 36,000 pound of fish 
again, having caught in one single day 18,- 
000 pounds, Now, on this sameday another 
vessel sot, quite close to the nets, 10 trawls 
of 1,000 hooks each, and only caught 2,000 
pounds fish, The total rosults 
of Captain Martain’s enterprise, who waa 
firat to uno the nets, may be stated as fol- 
lows: In not quite two months, from Novem- 
bor to January, he took 111,000 pounds of 
cod, while no trawler, with the same luck, 
had landed one-third of the quantity 
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aratus, all of which can be put together in | j 
half an hour's time.

A MEXICAN HORROR. 


Graphic Details of an Awful Acci- 
dent on the Morello Railroad, 


The details of a fearful railway acci- 
dent on the newly opened Morello rail- 
road have come to hand. The train, it 
seonis, consisted of, first, a passenger 
car for the officers and passengers ; sec- 
ondly, five platform cars (such as are 
used for cattle in the United States), 
and in these were placed one huodred 
soldiers and thirty-seven “ soldaderas 
(wives who are by law permitted to ac- 
company the troops to cook aud wash for 
them); thirdly, a sixth platform car, 
laden with cighty barrels of alvohol ; 
fourthly, another car filled with lime ; 
at the rear was a second locomotive. 
This train Jeft Cuautia at 6.30 9’clock 
in the evening. In the course of half 
an hour a terrible” thunderstorm com- 
menced. About nine o'clock p.m., the 
engineer expressed his fears to the | 
colonel in command as to the safety of 
the roadbed, which being new would be 
easily washed out and the temporary 
wooden bridges be rendered thereby un 
safe.

My father was 
not obliged to remain in his bed more than 
four or five days before he died ; and on one 
of these days, Jim, who had never done such 
a thing before, went out at the front door, 
sat down in the middle of the path, and 
howled long and dismally. I went out, and 
patted and spoke to him; but he did not 
appreciate my caresses, and returned to his 
corner without so much as a wag of his tail.

some extént by a glance at the results of this 
work. 

The most remarkable fact in the character 
of Assos is its wonderful situation, In Stra- 
bo's time it was considered impregnable. 
Ita site is auch asthe Greek best loved for 
his abode—such as the Greek religion chose 
as the dwelling-place of its gods. ‘The Greek 
cities usually grew up under the protection 
of an acropolis, but the configuration of the 
ground rarely permitted them to build over 
4 mountaih top at a height of 


1,000 PERT ABOVE THE SEA. 


No city in all the Greek lands was as grand- 
ly located as Assos, The sides of the acro- 
lis are perpendicular cliff’ which rise 150 
Reet above the rest of the mountain and form 
a little plateau upon the top. Here the 
Doric temple stood, and here its members 
now lie in‘such numbers that it can be 
easily restored, The temple is probsbly/ofs 
date anterior to the year 500B. C, It bears 
some resemblance to the temples at Pastum, 
and the sculptures of its architrave, now 
preserved in the Louvre, are good examples 
of archaic Greek art. The fortification walls 
area marvel of ancient engineering skill. 
Upon the east, north and west they are still 
standing for the most part, and rise in some 
places to a height of 30 fect, commanding 
all the approaches to the city by their angles 
and square towers, They are probably of 
the Macedonian period, being built of large 
blocks of gray, volcanic stone, laid without 
mortar, and cut with the greatest care. 
Such is the perfection of this work that the 
Romans could make no improvement u 
it, and it remains, in the opinion of Texier, 
the most beautiful example of Hellenic con: 
struction that the centuries have preserved. 
‘These fortifications were built over an old 
Pelasgic wall of very early date, formed 
like the stone work at Mycenw, of huge, ir- 
eet polygonal blocks, which are reveal- 
od in places where tho outer wall has fallen 
away. Up to the main entrance of the city 
leads the Sacred Way or street of tombs, 
lined on both cides by a large number of sar- 
cophagi, which have been broken open in 
search for plunder and scattered in all direc- 
tions. Some of these tombs are highly orna- 
mented, many are of great size, and all are 
fine examples of the late Greek style. The 
most interesting, however, are upon the 
southern side of the mountain. Here, where 
the ascent is steepest, stairways have taken 
the place of streets, and a series of 
TERRACES MAVR BEEN COT IN THE SOLID 
ROCK. 
Towards the lowest part of the slope the 
semicircular auditory of a large theatre faces 
the sea. Higher up, just under the oliff 
that forms the acropolis, are the ruins of a 
toa, or covered promenade. Itsrich columns 
and grand walls indicate that tho original 
structure was extremely beautiful. It ex- 
tended across the entire side of the moun- 
tain, and commanded a noble prospect over 
the waters of the gulf below. ‘The whole 
southern slope was occupied by the most olo- 
gant buildings of the city, as {x evident from 
the character of the blocks which lie here in 
great quantity as far as the edge of the pro- 
cipice that hangs over the sea, 

Those data, which the work of the past 
month has furnishad, suggests the original 
appearance of the city, But the oxoayptions 
which are soon to begin will undoubted! 
bring missing stones to light and mako p red- 
toration of many of the hyildings possible, 
Houses and streota will be Tooated ; atoa and 
agora, theatre and temple, will take form 
again, and the old city will be gradually re- 
surrected from its ruins, ‘The value of such 
a study lies mot only in tho contributions 
which it will make to our knowledge of 
Grook avohitecture, but aluo in tho light 
which it will throw upon the gegeral charac: 
ter of a Greek city. Never before has so 
good an opportunity occurred to dete 
the position and arrangement of a typ 
G town, and restore it in all its essential 
parts 

The work at Assos will hardly be followed 
by that litorary interest which has attended 
oxplorations upon more prlohrator sites, sul 
ax Olymphia and Pergamon, Mycon: 
Troy; but an interest of a different nature 
will be felt in tho oxonvation of a city whose 
ruins aro its only historical rooords. Tho 
outlines of its history can bo easily read in 
those remains which lie upon tho surface 
‘That it was an important stronghold is evi 
dent from its position ; and tho traces which 
cach age has left hore indicate that it was 
occupied as such by all the powers that have 
Vere a the Troad. Pelasyian and Lydian, 

vorsian and Macedonian, Roman and Byran- 
tine have successfully fortified jtw a ‘opolin ; 
orumbling archos and towors arp tho evidence 
of Genoese ocoupanoy in the Middlp Ages, 
and to-day a wretehod Turkish village, built 
out of tho debris of tho old city, lives like a 
parasite over tho strata of past civilizations, 
Such is the record of the ruins, Yet the 
y serenity of the landscape porauades 
you to doubt their tostimony.

From the London Salarday Review, 
In any active literary age it must needs 
be that offenses come, In such ages criticism 
is a profession. Now all professions, from 


and I recognized one of the two—or thought 
I did—as a man I had caught smuggling 
cigars about five years ago.

Critici#m is an 
art prattined ca the most sensitive of all hu- 
man beings—poets and men of letters, Swift 
called ‘the true critic,” “a dog at the 
feast."” Ignorance, he said, is the father of 
criticism ; noise, impudence, pedantry, ill- 
manners are her offspring. Mr. Ruskin, 
that gentle apitic who has a Guido, 
Salvator Rosa, Claude, and Mr. Whistler, is 
in his milder moods, of the opinion that 
criticism is a piece of bad breeding. Gold- 
smith thought that ‘by one false pleasantry 
the future peave of a worthy man’s Iffe is 
disturbed.” And this is the incessant charge 
against/critics, that they poison the existence 
of authors, good and bad. The accusation 
seems to have very little senac in it, Authors 
are really engaged, voluntarily, in a sort of 
game. hey throw down the challenge to 
the critic ; they are miserable if he doos not 
take it up, and they become half wild with 
rage if his verdict ia not favorable. Experi- 
endo, by this time, might teach even authors 
that critics have little power to make or 
mar, Let a book be good or bad, if it has 
the clement of popularity in it it will suc- 
ceed, in spite of the righteous or unrighteous 
wrath of the reviewers. And, if a book 
has not the salt of popularity in it, no 
amount of favorable or even of gushing no- 
tices will rescue it from noglect. Every 
great poet of the century—except, Lett 
Scott—was violently attacked in bis be- 
ginnings.

The butters of Ireland, as seen at the lead- 
ing shows, will not suffer by comparison, all 
things considered, with those of England, or 
of the countries of Northern Europe, That 
there ia a larger proportion of inferior butter 
made in Ireland than in any other country 
which reckons to be a dairying country at 
all is probably true, but it is equally true 
that some of the beat butter in the world is 
made there. It is merely a question of care 
and cleanliness, At any rate a collection of 
Irish butter shows more body, substance, 
and general quality than we have found to 
be the case in other countries. At the same 
time we must admit that they are leas skill- 
fully made and loss neatly finished off and 
presented than, for instance, the butters of 

Jonmark or of Finland, Possessing an in- 
herent superior quality, they lose the advan- 
tage in not being #o skilfully mado, With 
one of the finest climates for dairying pur- 
poses; with a soil and herbage which aro 
not casily equalled; with a breed of cows 
excellent in many respects, and still improy- 
ing; and with milk preeminently suited to 
buttor-making—more so, perhaps, than the 
milk of any other country in the world—the 
Irish people are provided with the first re: 
quisites for becoming the leading butter-pro- 
Juicing nation in Europe, But to attain this 
position requires, in our opinion, the untir- 
ing industry, the scrupulous cleanliness, the 
intelligent thought, and the pride in work 
which are conspicuous among the Dutch and 
the Danen.

We have found in the Yost ancient 
cords of the Aryan language proof that the 
indications of religious thought are higher, 
simpler, and purer as we go back in time, 
until at last, in the very oldest compositions 
of human speech which have come down to 
us, We find the Divine Being spoken of in 
the sublime language which forms the open- 
ing of the Lord’s Prayer. The date in ab: 
taluto chronology. of the oldest Vedic litera- 
ture does not seem to be known. Prof. Max 
Muller, however, considers that it may pos- 
sibly take us back 5,000 years. Prof, Mo- 
nicr Williams seems to refer the most ancient 
Vedic hymna to a period not much more re- 
moto than 1,500 years B,C. But whatever 
that date may be, or the corresponding date 
of any other very ancient literature, such as 
tho Chinese, or that of the oldest Egyptian 
papyri, when we, go beyond these dates we 
onter upon a period when wo are absolutely 
without any historical evidence whatever, not 
only ns to the history of religion, but, as to 
the history and condition of mankind, We do 
not know even approximately the time dur- 
ing which he has oxisted, We do not know 
the place or the surroundings of hia, birth. 
Wo do not: know the steps by which his 
knowledge ‘grow from more to more.” All 
we can seo with certainty ia that the earliest 
inventions of mankind are the most w onder: 
ful that tho race has ever made, The first 
beginnings of human speech must have had 
thoir origin in powers of tho highest order. 
Tho firat use of fire and tho «inc very of the 
methods by which it can bo kindled; the do- 
mestication of wild animals; and, above all, 
the processes by which the various coroals 
wore first developed ont of somo wild grask- 
o#—these are all disco os With whieh in 
ingenuity and in importance no subsequent 
discoverles nay compare, ‘They are nll tn- 
nown to history—-all lost in the light of an

From Stirling to Winnipeg, 


Wannirea, July 15, 1881. 

We started from Belleville on the evening 
of the same day we left Stirling, and arriy- 
ed at Detroit about 11 o'clock the next 
morning, .by which time our party had 
swelled to fifteen.
